Present rules re­ 
quire a two-thirds majority of 
those voting. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., offered as a substitute a 
proposal to let the Senate impose 
debate limitation by vote of a m a­ 
jority—51 of its IOO members. 
Sen. Jack Miller, R-Iowa, intro­ 
duced identical amendments to 
both proposals, to require that 
cloture could not be invoked un­ 
less the approving vote included 
a majority of members of each 
party. 
Johnson Rules 
Russell, chief strategist for the 
Southern bloc, cited a Senate rule 
which states: “Whenever a bill or 
joint resolution shall be offered, 
its introduction shall, if objected 
to, be postponed for one day.”

Single persons now pay a tax 
of 20 per cent on the first $2,000 
of taxable income and a 22 per 
cent rate on the next $2,000. Un­ 
der the President's proposal this 
tax rate would be reduced to 14 
per cent on the first $1,000, 16 
per cent on the next $1,000 and 18 
per cent on the next $2,000. 
Married couples filing jointly 
now pay a rate of 20 per cent 
on the first $4,000. Under the ad­ 
ministration’s 
proposal, 
inform­ 
ants said, these rates would ba 
cut to 14 per cent on the first $2,* 
OOO, 16 per cent on the next $2,- 
000 and 18 per cent on the next 
$4,000. 
Taxable income is the amount 
left after the taxpayer has sub­ 
tracted 
from 
his 
net 
income 
amounts allowed for deductions 
and personal exemptions. 
The sources said 
the Presi­ 
dent's program will not curtail 
the present IO per cent standard 
deductions but would call for new 
and tougher limits on certain de­ 
ductions now permitted individu­ 
als who itemize. 
After taking their deductions, 
standard or otherwise, each tax­ 
payer is permitted to claim an 
exemption of $600 for himself and 
for each of his dependents. This 
would not be changed. 
Thus, informants said, here is 
how to compute your tax bill: 
SINGLE PERSON 
A single person earning $5,000 
taking a standard reduction of IO 
per cent, or $500, also claims a

Declarer was admittedly con­ 
fronted with a v e r y anemic 
l o o k i n g dummy in today’s 
hand, but he failed to take full 
advantage of the skinny assets 
that we r e available to him, 
and in the end he was obliged 
to concede the contest to his 
opponents. 
Counting an extra point for 
possession of all the aces, 
South found that he held 26 
points plus a good six card suit, 
more than enough to open with 
a demand bid of two hearts. 
After his partner’s negative re­ 
sponse of two no trump, he 
persisted by rebidding three 
hearts, and N o r t h dutifully 
raised to four. 
West’s opening lead of the 
four of diamonds was a most 
effective choice inasmuch as 
it did not present the slightest 
a d v a n t a g e to the declarer. 
South captured East’s jack of 
diamonds with the ace and, tho 
he could readily see that sev­ 


eral finesse positions presented 
themselves, unfortunately he 
lacked ready e n t r i e s to the 
North hand to test them out. 
Since he was unable to get 
to the dummy for a heart play, 
he led the acc from his own 
hand in the vague hope that 
the king might fall. When that 
honor held firm, S o u t h con­ 
tinued with a small heart to the 
nine and East won the trick. A 
diamond was returned obliging 
the declarer to ruff in his own 
hand. He reentered the dummy 
for the first and last time with 
the jack of hearts in order to 
try the spade finesse. Altho 
the king of spades proved to 
be on side, South was obliged 
to make all remaining plays 
from his own hand. He wound 
[up conceding two clubs, one 
I heart and one spade for a one 
I trick deficit on the deal. 
Declarer’s t e c h n i q u e left 
something to be desired. Since 
the s u c c e s s of the contract 
hinged on finding a couple of 
kings favorably located, South 


I should have arranged to ob­ 
tain two entries to the North 
I hand so that he could attempt 
more t h a n one finesse. The 
I chances for the king of hearts 
; dropping singleton ale quite 
| remote, and declarer can ma- 
I terially improve his prospects 
| by surrendering this opportuni- 
I ty. Suppose that he leads the 
ten of hearts at trick two and 
overtakes with the dummy’s 
jack. East will be in with the 
king of trumps, but declarer 
will now have two entries to 
the dummy in the form of the 
six and nine of hearts. This 
will enable him to essay both 
the spade and club finesses. 
When each king proves to be 
on side, South is able to re­ 
strict his losers to three tricks.

These Day s

A British Liberal 


Floating around the eastern p art of the United 
States these day s is a tall, attractiv e Englishman 
named Josep h—or Jo (without an “e” on the end of 
it)—Grimond. He is the leader of the British Liberal 
Party , which is making swnething of a comeback in 
its home isle after long y ears sp ent in the wilderness. 
Grimond ap p eared at Yale Univ ersity last week as 
a Chubb Fellow, thus joining ex -President Truman, 
ex -Attorney General Herbert Brownell, and Senator 
Barry Goldwater in a list of luminaries who hav e been 
reckoned sufficiently imp ortant to be inv ited to sp end 
sev eral day s talking to undergraduates about the great 
world of p olitics. 
This week Grimond is scheduled to 
ap p ear in Washington for a meeting with President 
Kennedy , 


The English Liberal leader had much to say to 
the Yale boy s about the desirability of British p ar­ 
ticip ation in the Europ ean Common Market. But 
what Interested me p articularly about his conv ersa­ 
tion was his analy sis of social forces which p oints 
to the p ossible decline and break-up of the I.jihour 
Party in England. The same forces are at work 
today in America, eroding the p ower base that once 
threatened to p ut Washington, D. C., under the con­ 
trol of industriai unions whose leadership has eared 
little for the p erp etuation of a freely comp etitiv e 
economic sy stem. 


In Britain, the ev angelistic ferv or of the middle 
Nineteen Forties seems to hav e gone out of the Labour 
Party . The p arty intellectuals, headed by Hugh Gait- 
skell. do not sp eak the language of the trade union wing. 
A* the lure of nationalized industries loses its glitter, 
no longer serv ing as an issue to bind trade unionists 
and intellectuals, a middle class “swing v ote’’ has 
deserted I..abour for the Conserv ativ es 
But if Mr. Grimond is right, this swing v ote can­ 
not really feel at home in the Conserv ativ e Party of 
dukes and landed gentry and believ ers in the old-sty le 
British imp erial mission 
Grimond makes the p oint 
that his Liberal Party stands for the right to own 
p rop erty . But he sp eaks for a new order of p rop ertied 
p eop le, the y oung technicians of industry who own some­ 
what Americanized homes comp lete with refrigerators, 
washing machines, telev ision sets and at least one car 
standing outside at the curb. Grimond is making his 
ap p eal to members of the newly affluent classes who 
wish to see British industry deliv ered from the toils 
of gov ernment bureaucracy on the one hand, and the 
old sy stem of cartelized monop oly on the other. 
He sp oke last week of efforts to sp read the owner­ 
ship of voting stock in British corp orations, p ossibly 
by giving tax concessions to businesses which sell 
shares on a p referential basis to their own emp loy ees. 
If the Conserv ativ e Party fails to hold the y oung 
defectors from the Gaitskell wing of the Labour Party , 
the Liberal Party might suddenly re-emerge as the 
second p arty in British p olitics. At the v ery least it 
may asp ire to become a balance-of-p ower group with 
sufficient rep resentation in Parliament to force sig­ 
nificant comp romises on both the Conserv ativ e majority 
and the “ loy al op p osition" as sy mbolized by Lalwur’s 
Hugh Gaitskell. 


The rev iv ification of British Liberalism, which 
Is something quite distinct from the collectiv ist 
liberalism of those Americans who would be called 
Socialists if they lived in England, is p art of a 
world p henomenon. On the continent of Europ e this 
p henomenon has resulted in the decline of the old 
Marx ist p arties. In (lermany the new realignment 
of forces has comp elled the old Social Democ ratic 
Party to rep udiate Marx ’s insistence on gov ernment 
ownership of the means of p roduction. 


In the United States the emergence of y oung fami­ 
lies with a p rop erty stake in society that is far more 
widely diffused than was the case in the Nineteen 
Thirties is making trouble for Rep ublicans and Demo­ 
crats alike. 
The y oung, whose p arents were RcMise- 
v eltians, do not feel comfortable under the Rep ublican 
label. But they do not want to be run by a coalition 
consisting of Walter Reuther and the left-wing Farmers 
Union 
So they back and fill, electing Ei.senhower at 
one time, and defeating Richard Nix on by a hair’s 
breadth at another. 
May be, if Grimond stresses the p ortent to Presi­ 
dent Kennedy of the Liberal Parly as related to the 
English scene, he will, by force of the unsp oken 
analogy , p oint the way to a Presidential reconsideration 
o f the Democratic Party ’s p ower base

WASHINGTON - A ray of light 
has come at last into the con­ 
trov ersy ov er “integration” in the 
p ublic schools. It came as a re­ 
sult of the Thanksgiv ing Day race 
riot here when the football teams 
from two high schools — one al­ 
most entirely white and the other 
p redominantly colored — met in 
an all-city champ ionship game. 
In keep ing with the sin(?ere ef­ 
forts of many p eop le to find some 
human solution 
of the friction 
ov er school integration, the local 
sup erintendent of schools, Carl F. 
Hansen, ap p ointed a sp ecial com­ 
mission of p rominent men and 
women. Negro and white, to in­ 
v estigate what hap p ened and to 
make recommendations. 
The rep ort is a lengthy one and 
deserv es 
national 
attention. 
It 
should be widely p ublicized, at 
least among educators who are 
grap p ling with the p roblem of en­ 
forced integration in the p ublic 
schools. Dr. Shane MacCarthy , 
who was a p rime mov er in the 
national p rogram for y outh fitness 
under 
President 
Eisenhower, 
headed the commissiiwi. In his 
letter submitting the rep ort, he 
say s in p art; 
“ Integration is a most comp li­ 
cated undertaking. It is not ac­ 
comp lished 
simp ly 
by 
op ening 
classroom doors. It is not brought 
about by a p ap er decision to recog­ 
nize the rights 
of fellow 
citi­ 
zens. It is not achiev ed by an 
emotional urge that follows the 
p rodding of the heart rather than 
the leadership of the head. We do 
a grav e disserv ice to boy s and 
girls of both races when we direct 
them to integrate and thrust them 
into indiscriminate mingling with­ 
out 
the 
thorough 
p rep aration 
which is a mandate for success 
in any undertaking.” 
Some of the teachers in the 
city ’s schools declined to testify 
at 
the 
commission's 
hearings. 
Some did so p riv ately . Dr. Mac­ 
Carthy adds: 
“Not a single teacher to whom 
I hav e sp oken in the p ast few 
weeks was surp rised that the out-

break (on Thanksgiv ing Day ) took 
p lace. Uniformly came the re­ 
sp onse, “Why should we be? We 
live with this brand of conduct 
ev ery day in the schools.’ ’’ 
The statement by Dr. MacCar­ 
thy also declares that teachers 
are reluctant to rep ort to the p o­ 
lice misconduct in ev ery day life 
at the schools, and that crime 
goes unp unished. 
The mam rep ort of the commit­ 
tee, rendered after five w-eeks of 
inv estigation, sp eaks of an “at­ 
mosp here of lawlessness” in the 
p ublic schools. The rep ort say s in 
p art on this p oint: 
“Testimony before the full com­ 
mittee develop ed an awareness

outside of the school buildings. 
“Violence, assaults, disresp ect 
of teachers are acts of an unde­ 
sirable element of students. An 


atmosp here 
of 
‘p ermissiv eness’ 
has discouraged the p ersonnel of 
many schools and caused a cnty - 
wide lessening of discip line stand­ 
ards. Fear rages through many 
school buildings which hav e be­ 
come tramp ing grounds for out­ 
side influences, including thugs, 
hoodlums, and p ersons of the low­ 
est character. 
“The school administration has 
difficulty in cop ing with this sit­ 
uation. The morale of many teach­ 
ers has suffered and the p ercent­ 
age of resignations and transfers 
has 
increased. 
Nev ertheless, 
school officials fail to co-op erate 
with p olice and rep ort v iolations of 
the law nor do they maintain a 
city -wide rep orting sy stem of in­ 
cidents of misconduct. With such 
a climate in the school sy stem, 
students receiv e strong citizen­ 
ship qualities in far too many 
cases and the result has been a 
steadily 
worsening 
misconduct 
p roblem in the p ublic schools.”

W.ANT FIGHTS EARLY — Ev en 
as Congress meets, some of its 
leaders already are concerned 
with another sup er-long session. 
They ’re try ing to set up a strategy 
under which they ’ll hav e their 
fights earlier in the session, then 
try to get some constructiv e work 
done without the necessity of sav ­ 
ing ev ery thing until late, late in 
the y ear, to jam it through as the 
desire for adjournment mounts. 
This is the op p osite of what oc­ 
curred last y ear. Sen. A. S. (.Mike) 
Monroney , Oklahoma Democrat, 
in commenting on the end of that 
session, p arap hrased Gen. Doug­ 
las Mac Arthur, say ing, “it just 
faded away .” And that’s a p retty 
accurate descrip tion of the slow, 
desultory way in which legislators 


considered v ital legislation in the 
closing weeks. 
It is obvious that the new strate­ 
gy is being worked out with the 
backstage assistance and concur­ 
rence of the Kennedy administra­ 
tion. If the final decision is to work 
along these lines, it will rep resent 
a radical dep arture from the think­ 
ing of p ast administrations. 
Congressional observ ers aren’t 
convinced that the new strategy 
will p rove to be 
p roductiv e, but 
they agree that 1963 is a good 
y ear to try it. If it works, it will 
redound to the benefit of the ad­ 
ministration; if it fails, there’s 
still 1964 and freshly -drawn battle 
lines on which Kennedy can make 
a fight for re-election to the White 
House.

Nor do the con­ 
stant stories in the p ress about 
the students’ jeering of Jam es 
Meredith touch any more than 
the sup erficial asp ects of the con­ 
trov ersy . The crusade for v otes 
by the p oliticians who wish to 
cap italize on “integration” has 
ignored the fundamental human 
asp ects. 
In the p ublic schools in Wash­ 
ington 83 p er cent of the students 
are colored. Integration of the 
races here is no different in its 
obstacles than those in the South. 
The p roblems of human rela­ 
tionship will certainly nev er bo 
solved by bay onets or by sit-in 
demonstrations 
o r 
“freedom 
rides” or other agitation of that 
kind. Conformity by coercion will 
nev er succeed. An adjustment of 
race relations will come only when

Relations Staffs 


Rep. Wright Patman’s continuing investi­ 
gation of tax-exempt philanthropic foundations 
has been instructive. It has established the need 
for some substantial changes in their status and 
practices. But Mr. Patman’s latest interim report 
invites challenge. 
He professes to be shocked by foundation 
expenditures for public relations or, as he puts 
it, for “brain-washing activities.” Whether foun­ 
dation expenditures for this purpose can be jus­ 
tified, they cannot be considered apart from the 
national overemphasis on public relations. 
Mr. Patman might be even more shocked 
if he totaled what the federal government 
spends for public relations. Every Cabinet de­ 
partment includes a numerous public relations 
staff and thousands of officers in the armed 
services are assigned to public relations work. 
The White House has a large press staff. 
And Congressional public relations expenditures 
include vast sums for needless pages of the 
Congressional Record and for the newsletters, 
press releases and other material flooding 
constituencies. 
Equally unpersuasive are some of Mr. Pat- 
man’s new recommendations. All foundations, 
he says, should be required to spend all their 
assets and liquidate in 25 years. And he wants 
to create a new government agency to supervise 
them. 
Why a foundation should not be permitted 
to exist as long as it is efficiently performing 
a useful public service is something Mr. Patman 
does not make clear. And if, as he charges, the 
Treasury Department has been “lax in enforce­ 
ment of the law and regulations” affecting foun­ 
dations, the proper remedy is to require the 
Treasury to meet its responsibilities—not to add 
to an already overgrown federal bureaucracy.

These Days

A British Liberal 


Floating around the eastern part of the United 
States these days is a tall, attractive Englishman 
nam ed Joseph—or Jo (without an “e” on the end of 
it)_G rim ond. He is the leader of the British Liberal 
Party, which is making something of a comeback in 
its home isle after long years spent in the wilderness. 
Grimond appeared at Yale University last week as 
a Chubb Fellow, thus joining ex-President Trum an, 
ex-Attorney General H erbert Brownell, and Senator 
B arry Coldwater in a list of lum inaries who have been 
reckoned sufficiently im portant to be invited to spend 
several days talking to undergraduates about the great 
world of politics. 
This week Grimond is scheduled to 
appear in Washington for a meeting with President 
Kennedy. 


The English Liberal leader had much to say to 
Ole Yale boys about the desirability of British par­ 
ticipation In the European Common Market. But 
what interested me particularly about his conversa­ 
tion was his analysis of social forces which points 
to the possible decline and break-up of the Labour 
Party in England. The same forces are at work 
today in America, eroding the power base that once 
threatened to put Washington, D. C„ under the con­ 
trol of industrial unions whose leadership has cared 
little for the perpetuation of a freely competitive 
economic system. 


In Britain, the evangelistic fervor of the middle 
Nineteen Forties seems to have gone out of the Labour 
P arty. The party intellectuals, headed by Hugh Gait- 
skell, do not speak the language of the trade union wing. 
As the lure of nationalized industries loses its glitter, 
no longer serving as an issue to bind trade unionists 
and intellectuals, a middle class “swing vote” has 
deserted Labour for the Conservatives. 
But if Mr. Grimond is right, this swing vote can­ 
not really feel at home in the Conservative Party of 
dukes and landed gentry and believers in the old-style 
British imperial mission. 
Grimond makes the point 
that his Liberal P arty stands for the right to own 
property. But he speaks for a new order of propertied 
people, the young technicians of industry who own some­ 
what Americanized homes complete with refrigerators, 
washing machines, television sets and at least one car 
standing outside at the curb. Grimond is making his 
appeal to members of the newly affluent classes who 
wish to see British industry delivered from the toils 
of government bureaucracy on the one hand, and the 
old system of cartelized monopoly on the other. 
He spoke last week of efforts to spread the owner­ 
ship of voting stock in British corporations, possibly 
by giving tax concessions to businesses which sell 
shares on a preferential basis to their own employees. 
If the Conservative P arty fails to hold the young 
defectors from the Gaitskell wing of the Labour Party, 
the Liberal Party might suddenly re-emerge as the 
second party in British politics. At the very least it 
m ay aspire to become a balance-of-power group with 
sufficient representation in Parliam ent to force sig­ 
nificant compromises on both the Conservative m ajority 
and the “ loyal opposition” as symbolized by Labour’s 
Hugh Gaitskell. 


The revivification of British Liberalism, which 
Is something quite distinct from the collectivist 
liberalism of those Americans who would be called 
Socialists if they lived in England, is part of a 
world phenomenon. On the continent of Europe this 
phenomenon has resulted in Ute decline of the old 
Marxist parties. In Germany the new realignment 
I 
of forces has compelled the old Social Democratic 
Party to repudiate Marx’s insistence on government 
ownership of the means of production. 


In the United States the emergence of young fam i­ 
lies with a property stake in society that is far more 
widely diffused than was the case in the Nineteen 
Thirties is making trouble for Republicans and Demo­ 
crats alike. 
The young, whose parents were Roose- 
veltians, do not feel comfortable under the Republican 
label. 
But they do not want to be run by a coalition 
consisting of Walter Reuther and the left-wing Farm ers 
Union. So they back and fill, electing Eisenhower at 
one time, and defeating R ichard Nixon by a h air’s 
breadth at another. 
Maybe, if Grimond stresses the portent to Presi­ 
dent Kennedy of the Liberal P arty as related to the 
English scene, he will, by force of the unspoken 
analogy, point the way to a Presidential reconsideration 
of the Democratic P a rty ’s power base.

She is reported 
ready to resign. If so, and if 
Ulbricht tones down his pro-Stal­ 
inist belligerency, it will be a 
break for a Berlin settlement. 
Simultaneously, A m b a s s a d o r 
Foy Kohler reports from Moscow 
that ifs barely possible Khrush­ 
chev may cross the Berlin Wall 
and make a tour of West Berlin 
in a gesture of cooperatoin. This

A Ray Of Light In Integration Controversy 


WASHINGTON - A ray of light 
has come at last into the con­ 
troversy over ‘‘integration” in the 
public schools. It came as a re­ 
sult of the Thanksgiving Day race 
riot here when the football team s 
from two high schools — one al­ 
most entirely white and the other 
predominantly colored — met in 
an all-city championship game. 
In keeping with the sincere ef­ 
forts of many people to find some 
human solution 
of 
the 
friction 
over school integration, the local 
superintendent of schools, Carl F. 
Hansen, appointed a special com­ 
mission of prominent men and 
women, Negro and white, to in­ 
vestigate what happened and to 
make recommendations. 
The report is a lengthy one and 
deserves 
national 
attention. 
It 
should be widely publicized, at 
least among educators who are 
grappling with the problem of en­ 
forced integration in the public 
schools. 
Dr. Shane MacCarthy, 
who was a prime mover in the 
national program for youth fitness 
under 
President 
Eisenhower, 
headed the commission. In his 
letter submitting the report, he 
says in part: 
“ Integration is a most compli­ 
cated undertaking. It is not ac­ 
complished 
simply 
by 
opening 
classroom doors. It is not brought 
about by a paper decision to recog­ 
nize the rights 
of fellow 
citi­ 
zens. It is not achieved by an 
emotional urge that follows the 
prodding of the heart rather than 
the leadership of the head. We do 
a grave disservice to boys and 
girls of both races when we direct 
them to integrate and thrust them 
into indiscriminate mingling with­ 
out 
the 
thorough 
preparation 
which is a m andate for success 
in any undertaking.” 
Some of the teachers in the 
city’s schools declined to testify 
at 
the 
commission’s 
hearings. 
Some did so privately. Dr. Mac­ 
Carthy adds: 
“Not a single teacher to whom 
I have spoken in the past few 
weeks was surprised that the out-

break (on Thanksgiving Day) took 
place. Uniformly cam e the re­ 
sponse, “Why should we be? We 
live with this brand of conduct 
every day in the schools.’ ” 
The statem ent by Dr. MacCar­ 
thy also declares that teachers 
are reluctant to report to the po­ 
lice misconduct in everyday life 
at the schools, and that crim e 
goes unpunished. 
The main report of the comm it­ 
tee, rendered after five weeks of 
investigation, speaks of an “at­ 
mosphere of lawlessness” in the 
public schools. The report says in 
part on this point: 
“ Testimony before the full com­ 
mittee developed an awareness 
of adm inistrative lack of control 
over hoodlum elem ents 
in 
the 
school system and a deteriorating 
condition in m ass audience events 
outside of the school buildings. 
“Violence, assaults, disrespect 
of teachers are acts of an unde­ 
sirable elem ent of students. An 


atm osphere 
of 
’perm issiveness’ 
has discouraged the personnel of 
many schools and caused a city­ 
wide lessening of discipline stand­ 
ards. F ear rages through many 
school buildings which have be­ 
come tram ping grounds for out­ 
side influences, including thugs, 
hoodlums, and persons of the low­ 
est character. 
“ The school adm inistration has 
difficulty in coping with this sit­ 
uation. The m orale of many teach­ 
ers has suffered and the percent­ 
age of resignations and transfers 
has 
increased. 
Nevertheless, 
school officials fail to co-operate 
with police and report violations of 
the law nor do they m aintain a 
city-wide reporting system of in­ 
cidents of misconduct. With such 
a clim ate in the school system, 
students receive strong citizen­ 
ship qualities in far too many 
cases and the result has been a 
steadily 
worsening 
misconduct 
problem in the public schools.”

WANT FIGHTS EARLY — Even 
as Congress meets, some of its 
leaders 
already are 
concerned 
with another super-long session. 
They’re trying to set up a strategy 
under which they’ll have their 
fights earlier in the session, then 
try to get some constructive work 
done without the necessity of sav­ 
ing everything until late, late in 
the year, to jam it through as the 
desire for adjournment mounts. 
This is the opposite of what oc­ 
curred last year. Sen. A. S. (Mike) 
Monroney, Oklahoma Democrat, 
in commenting on the end of that 
session, paraphrased Gen. Doug­ 
las MacArthur, saying, “ it just 
faded aw ay." And th at’s a pretty 
accurate description of the slow, 
desultory way in which legislators 


considered vital legislation in the 
closing weeks. 
It is obvious that the new strate­ 
gy is being worked out with the 
backstage assistance and concur­ 
rence of the Kennedy adm inistra­ 
tion. If the final decision is to work 
along these lines, it will represent 
a radical departure from the think­ 
ing of past administrations. 
Congressional observers aren’t 
convinced that the new strategy 
will prove to be 
productive, but 
they agree that 1963 is a good 
year to try it. If it works, it will 
redound to the benefit of the ad­ 
m inistration; if it fails, there’s 
still 1964 and fre<shly-draw n battle 
lines on which Kennedy can make 
a fight for re-election to the White 
House.

not furnish the answ er to the in­ 
tegration problem. Nor do the con­ 
stant stories in the press about 
the students’ jeering of Jam es 
Meredith touch any more than 
the superficial aspects of the con­ 
troversy. The crusade for votes 
by the politicians who wish to 
capitalize on 
“ integration" 
has 
ignored the fundam ental human 
aspects. 
In the public schools in Wash­ 
ington 83 per cent of the students 
arc colored. Integration of the 
races here is no different in its 
obstacles than those in the South. 
The problems of human rela­ 
tionship will certainly never be 
solved by bayonets or by sit-in 
demonstrations 
o r 
“freedom 
rides” or other agitation of that 
kind. Conformity by coercion will 
never succeed. An adjustm ent of 
race relations will come only when 
both sides determ ine what is the 
practicable and human thing to 
do, 
irrespective 
of 
the 
legal 
phraseology of federal court or­ 
ders.

Over lunch at his home. Chateau 
Bellereve, I asked Prince Sadrud­ 
din Khan why everyone, himself 
included, picked Switzerland for a 
domicile. 
“ It’s 
quite 
pleasant 
here,’’ he said, “and very central. 
You can get to any capital in 
Europe in an hour from here. And 
anywhere in the world by tom or­ 
row’ m orning.” 
Prince Khan was saying here 
what a lot of others not only say 
but do. Switzerland is an easy 
place to get out of and its rich 
and famous residents get out of it 
all the time. Or to put it another 
way, few of the famous people 
who live here live here very much. 
They're incessantly off making a 
picture in Arabia or opening the 
house in Honolulu or doing busi­ 


ness in Frankfurt. Of all the scores 
of movie stars, screenwriters, di­ 
rectors, and producers who live in 
Switzerland, not one has ever made 
a picture here. 
“ Of course, there are a good 
many other reasons for living 
here.” said Prince Khan. “There s 
great political stability, a very 
solid currency, and tax advanta­ 
ges. Then there’s the extrem e 
privacy of the banking laws. The 
Swiss are great respecters of prop­ 
erty and privacy in other ways. 
Nobody badgers you here.” 
T hat's true enough. Elizabeth 
Taylor can take a walk here with­ 
out being tram pled to death by 
autograph hounds. The Swiss hav« 
seen too many famous people to 
be especially im pressed by anothei 
one. Then of course there s the 
polar attraction of the fam ous and 
rich for each other. If one Noel 
Coward settles here, his gravita­ 
tional field attracts others. One 
film star settles here to dodge 
taxes and another film sta r set 
ties nearby to be near the firs! 
one, although not unmindful of the 
tax advantages. (As far as the 
movie crowd goes, the tax wind 
fall advantages of Switzerland are 
already finished with the new Ken 
nedy tax laws that went into ef 
feet Jan I. There will be a lot o 
chalets on the m arket pretty soon 
I suspect.) 
I decided to get aw ay from the 
rich and famous and ask an un 
rich, un-famous, ordinary foreign 
er who has lived here, as hav< 
thousands of others, for years w tn 
he lived here. “ It’s a beautifu 
country,” he said. “ In 50 m inute 
from my home is some of the bes 
skiing in Europe In the sum m er 
if I want to go fishing, my boa 
is tied up 50 yards from my house 
Nothing in Geneva is m ore than ll 
m inutes from anywhere else. Ani 
in a single day you’re likely t< 
s e e

from

Churchill to Queen Soraya — i 
you want to see those people. 
“ The Swiss are the most hones 
people in the world. The food ii 
good. 
Tho living is easy. Tin 
cleanliness legendary.” He utterer 
a tremendous sigh, looking ou 
over the shimm ering loveliness n 
Lake Geneva. “ But, my God, it’ 
dull,” he said. 
And that leads me to an evei 
more fascinating question: why i 
Switzerland — with its beauty, it 
wealth, its charm , its glitterin; 
collection of world famous peopli 
— dull? I’ll have to go into tha 
next time.

There were to be many soldierly feats in his record. 
Yet of all these he was to be remembered best for one 
in 1864, because of the poem, “Sheridan's Ride,” by 
Thomas B. Read. 
When Sheridan made the news that first brought him 
to the attention of poets, versifiers and doggerel writers, 
there already were dozens of lyrical paeans to T. J. 
(Stonewall) Jackson. 
To a Southern generation brought up on the lays of 
Sir Walter Scott and Thomas Babington Macaulay, it 
was natural for those soldiers with any aptitude for 
rhyming to be inspired to find among their leaders the 
likenesses of the heroes whose qualities were sung by 
Scott and Macaulay. 
The sun’s bright lances rout the mists

ANNAPOLIS (AP)—“We would 
be better off without any system" 
than the old Maryland inspection 
of motor vehicles at private ga­ 
rages, Gov. Tawes said Monday 
night. 
He strongly reaffirmed his stand 
in favor of having the state build 
and operate stations for annual 
inspections.

cleared up some confusion that 
has arisen during the week-end 
about his position 
His democratic floor leader. Del. 
W. Dale Hess, D-Harford, intro­ 
duced a bill Monday for inspection 
at commercial garages supervised 
by the State Police. 
The governor in his state-of-the- 
state message Jan. 3 specifically 
had endorsed inspection at state 
buildings operated by the Depart­ 
ment of Motor Vehicles. 
While the governor said he had 
not talked with Hess nor seen his 
bill, he made it clear it would 
take a lot of convincing to change 
his mind. 
Hughes Backs Bill 
“I still favor the state-operated 
system,” Tawes said. “I remem­ 
ber the other inspection we had. 
There was everything wrong with 
it and we would be better off with­ 
out it than with it.” 
Maryland tried private garage 
inspections about a quarter of a 
century ago. 
“All you had to do was give the 
man a dollar and get your stick­ 
er,” Tawes recalled. “I favor a 
program that will really inspect 
and take the unsafe cars off our 
highways. 
The state-operated system has 
worked satisfactorily and reduced 
highway fatalities in other states.” 
Two Baltimore County Demo­ 
crats, Roy N. Staten and John 
Maguire, joined Hess in sponsor­ 
ing the private garage bill in the 
house. It was offered also in the 
senate by two Republicans, George 
Hughes of Allegany and John Derr 
of Frederick. 
Would Close Fairgo 
A public hearing on the inspect­ 
ion of Maryland motor vehicles 
for defective equipment will be 
held Thursday in the house cham­ 
ber. 
Gov. Tawes also exhibited a 
firm position at an impromptu 
news conference on consolidation 
of Maryland’s horse racing. He 
personally had the bills put in by 
the presiding officers of the house 
and senate and issued a statement 
backing them up. 
The proposal would discontinue 
racing at Cumberland, Bel Air 
and Baltimore Raceway. The days 
would be transferred to Pimlico, 
Laurel, Bowie and Timonium. 
He said he was not ready to 
state his position on the ticklish 
subjects of congressional redis­ 
tricting and repeal of slot ma­ 
chines in four southern counties. 
Gov. Tawes said he had not 
studied the report by the commis­ 
sion he named to advise on abo­ 
lition of slots and pinball ma - 
chines. 
Long Study Ahead 
“They didn't recommend any 
legislation,” the governor said, 
“so we will have to study the 
issue long and hard. But we will 
have a bill.” 
On setting up an 8th congres­ 
sional district, the governor said, 
“I have no plan whatsoever at 
this time." 
He said he was hoping that one 
would be drafted that would be 
acceptable to the people and he 
would back it. 
"I will bend myself over back 
wards to avoid a repetition of last 
year,” he added. 
The last legislature passed a bill 
which Gov. Tawes said was the 
consensus of democratic leaders 
and not only himself, to create the 
new district out of Prince Georges 
and Howard counties. It was pe­ 
titioned to the ballot and defeated 
by the voters in November. 
The new congressman was elect­ 
ed1 by state-wide vote, which Gov.

The Mayor and Council yester­ 
day ordered bids be asked on . 
fluoridation equipment which, in I 
effect, also approved addition of 
fluorine to the city water supply. 
Opponents of fluoridation indi­ 
cated a petition asking for a ref­ 
erendum would be submitted al­ 
though it would not delay the act­ 
ion approved by council yester­ 
day. 
The order, in addition to asking 
for bids, also states that after 
installation, fluorine in the a- 
mount of one part per million 
gallons of water be added to the 
supply upon approval of the Mary­ 
land and Pennsylvania health de­ 
partments. 
The vote, as expected, was 4-1, 
with Water Commissioner G. Ray 
Light dissenting. 
Light said he 
had not changed his mind, had 
nothing against the medical and 
dental professions, but since a 
petition with over 3,000 names 
was known to exist asking for a 
referendum, that the medical and 
dental groups should undertake to 
“sell” fluoridation to the people. 
This is not his job, Light said, 
and he cannot support fluorida­ 
tion. It should not be put in the 
water without first giving people 
a chance to vote on it, Light 
added. 
An audience predominated by 
those opposing fluorine or the 
“method” by which it was pro­ 
posed, applauded Light’s state­ 
ment.

He announced the introduction 
of a bill in Congress under which 
the Interior Department would b® 
authorized to accept donations of 
money, land or interests in land 
for park purposes. 
By this method, Beall said, th® 
government would be taking ad­ 
vantage of a 1953 Maryland law 
which authorized the conveyanc® 
of more than 4,000 acres to th® 
federal government. 
Beall, noting the measure cam® 
close to passage in the last Con­ 
gress, said: 
“The establishment of the C&O 
Canal National Historical Park is 
overdue, and I am encouraged by 
the present prospect of getting this 
legislation through...”
